burg N ational Cark of which he 
is superintendent. 
A veteran of the Civil 
W ar, 
having served on General W ar­ 
ren’s staff as 
a 
civil engineer, 
Colonel Cope has been associated

A barn near Harney was destroyed 
by fire, a chimney on the home of 
George Stallsmith, East Middle street,

(Editorial).—Within a few months 
we will have a free mail delivery serv­ 
ice, at least indications at the pres­ 
ent time point that way. 
This will 
be a great convenience to our citi­ 
zens and marks the progress in that 
wre are keeping pace, and even ex­ 
celling some of our neighboring towns, 
whose inhabitants number more than 
we. 
According to Postmaster In­ 
spector Maloun’s recommendation for 
a free delivery system here, and from 
what we are able to learn in regards 
to the matter, by October first, our 
streets will be traversed by uniformed 
men, carrying the mail to the doors 
of our citizens four times a day.
